Council Announces 
Handbook Revisions 



Changes kt the 1963-64 Hand- 
book have recently been approv- 
ed by Joint Council, after a re- 
commendation from the Student 
Government Handbook Commit- 
tee. 

The system of grace minutes 
is no longer civ a trial basis; it 
is a permanently accepted sys- 
tem. It is permissable for a stu- 
dent who is going to a beach, 
park, or picnic area to leave the 
campus wearing bermulas. Her 
date does not have to wear a 
coat and tie on Sunday afternoon 
if they are visiting said areas. 
Leaving beaches, parks, and pic- 
nic areas by 7 p.m. is a safely 
reminder, rather than an SGA 
regulation. 

It will be appropriate for stu- 
dents to wear bermuda shorts 
kilts, pedal pushers or slacks in 
Ann Carter Lee any time, except 
with a date. 

The term ' in good standing" 
for social privileges will be ex- 
plained as a student having an 
overall "C" average (all F's 
counted) who is under no penal- 



ities by Joint or Judicial Coun- 
cil and who is under no cam* 
pusing penalities. 

Dating privileges have been re- 
vised. Seniors may have one 
o'clock permissions on Friday 
end Saturday nights. Juniors in 
good standing may date local 
men any night of the week. 

Sophomores in good standing 
may date local men once during 
the week in addition to Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday and, afte* 
the Spring Holidays, they may 
have one o'clock permission on 
Saturday night. 

Several suggestions, such as) 
the appropriate dress for the din- 
ing hall, have been removed from 
the section entitled regulations'. 
Traditions of Mary Washingtin 
have been explained in the hand- 
book in a special section dealing 
with these traditions, rather than 
scattered throughout the regula- 
tions. 

During handbook counseling in 
the fall, emphasis will be placed 
on understanding the reasons be- 
hind the regulations as well as 
knowing and observing the rules^

Council Announces 
Handbook Revisions 



Changes In the 1963-64 Hand- 
book have recently been approv- 
ed by Joint Council, after a re- 
commendation from the Student 
Government Handbook 
tee. 

The system of grace 
is no longer cn a trial basis; it 
is a permanently accepted sys- 
tem. It is permissable for a stu- 
dent who is going to a beach, 
park, or picnic area to leave the 
campus wearing bermulas. Her 
date does not have to wear a 
coat and tie on Sunday afternoon 
if they are visiting said areas. 
Leaving beaches, parks, and pic- 
nic areas by 7 p.m. is a safety 
reminder, rather than an SGA 
regulation. 

It will be appropriate for stu- 
dents to wear bermuda shorts 
kilts, pedal pushers or slacks in 
Ann Carter Lee any time, except 
with a date. 

The term "in good standing" 
for social privileges will be ex- 
plained as a student having an 
overall "C" average (all F's 
counted) who is under no penal- 



ities by Joint or Judicial Coun* 
cil and who is under no canv 
pusing penalities. 

Dating privileges have been ro« 
vised. Seniors may have one 
o'clock permissions on Friday 
and Saturday nights. Juniors in 
good standing may date local 
men any night of the week. 

Sophomores in good standing 
may date local men once during 
the week in addition to Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday and. afte* 
the Spring Holidays, they may 
have one o'clock permfssion on 
Saturday night. 

Several suggestions, such aa 
the appropriate dress for the din- 
ing hall, have been removed from 
the section entitled regulation*. 
Traditions of Mary Washinglin 
have been explained in the hand- 
book in a special section dealing 
with these traditions, rather than 
scattered throughout the regula- 
tions. 

During handbook counseling in 
the fall, emphasis will be placed 
on understanding the reasons be- 
hind the regulations as well aa 
knowing and observing the rules*

Dr. Castle Reviews Years 
As Sponsor to Senior Class 



The recently announced 
handbook revisions (s e« 
story page 8) represent a 
significant liberalization of 
the campus rules at MWG 
The committee which has 
worked on discussing and 
suggesting these changes is 
to be applauded for a job 
well done. 

The story l)ehind the re- 
visions in the college rules 
reveals the democratic pro- 
cess at work. The voices and 
opinions of the students 
have been heard and acted 
■pen in a very direct man- 
ner. 

Beginning several months 
ago, the hall chairmen asked 
for all complaints, sugges- 
tions, and opinions from the 
students. When these sug- 
gestions were turned over 
to the Handbook Commit- 
tee a mimeographed sheet 
was made compiling a list of 
• very single suggestion 
made by every single stu- 
dent. 

Then began the commit- 
tee's task of considering 
each suggestion individual- 
ly, debating its pros and 
eons. Some of the ideas sub- 
mitted were good ones, but 
proved to be unfeasible. The 
suggestion that the library 
stay open all day every day 



for example, was investigat- 
ed, but the idea was found 
to be unworkable because of 
the need for student aides 
to work through dinner. 

Each and every sugges- 
tion received due considera- 
tion, however, and all pos- 
sible and practical sugges- 
tions were accepted at the 
end of the process. 

The attitude of the Hand- 
book Committee has been 
especially open-minded and 
liberal this year. The signi- 
ficant extension of the dat- 
ing priviledges and other 
such changes have come 
about as a direct result of 
popular demand on the part 
of the student body. The 
prevalent attitude among 
the student leaders respon- 
sible for these revisions has 
been that if a student does 
not like a particular rule or 
thinks certain regulations 
are unfair or outdated, she 
shouldn't just try to get 
around them or break them. 
If she will only express her 
opinions through the proper 
channels of communication, 
something constructive can 
be done and changes can be 
made. 

The students have made 
themselves heard, and sev- 
eral much-needed revisions 
in the rules have been made.

6. Men employes will be given

Dr. Castle is known to other 
classes as a professor of Biology 
and a member of .Joint Council. 
Expressing a regret that he and 



an evening off each week for 
courting purposes, or two evenings 
a week, if they go regularly to 
church. 

7. Every employe should lay 
aside from each pay a goodly 
sum of his earnings for his bene- 
fits during his declining years, so 
that he will not become a burden 
upon the charily of his betters. 

8. Any employe who smokes 
Spanish cigars, uses liquor in any 
form, gets shaved at a barber 
shop, or frequents pool or public 
halls, will give me good reason 
to suspect his worth, indention, in- 
tegrity, and honesty. 

9. The employe who has per- 
formed his labors faithfully and 
without fault for a period of five 
years in my service, who has 
been thrifty and attentive to his 
religious duties, and is looked 
upon by his fellowmen as a sub- 
stantial and law abiding citizen, 
will be given an increase of five 
cents per day in his pay, pro- 
viding a just return in profits 
from the business permits it," 



his wife have not been able to 
attend more meetings, he added 
that he felt the class was ex- 
tremely considerate of its sponsor 
in this respect. Very much in 
favor of having both the husband 
and wife serve, Dr. Castle hopes 
thai this custom will continue in 
the future. A class should feel 
free, he believes, to change spon- 
sors within the four-year period 
although the continuity is nice. 

In observing all classes, Dr. 
Castle feels that the group can 
be too considerate of its sponsor. 
Sometimes they don't bother him 
as much as he would like to be 
bothered," he said. In spite of 
their many responsibilities as 
faculty members, most sponsors, 
he confided, would like to help 
more by means of giving opinions 
and discussing problems with the 
class before any definite aCion 
on them is taken. 

"I have never understood ex- 
actly what a sponsor should be." 
confessed Dr. Cas'le. In view of 
this, he suggested that some 
written- code be set up to state 
the mutual responsibilities and 
expectations of the students and 
the class sponsor. He added that 
this could be beneficial to all 
club sponsorship on campus as 
well. Such a statement of policy 
could be compiled, he reflected, 
through the administration or, 
more appropriately, through a 
faculty commi"tee. This same 
group could be utilized to con- 
sider steps to be taken in forming 
new clubs on campus. 

In discussing class activities, 
Dr. Castle expressed appreciation 
for the Welfare project begun by 
the Class of 1963. "I think classes 
should undertake more things of 
this sort," serving in the com- 
munity as well as on campus. 

To say that this is the voice at 
experience would be valid since 
this is the third class Dr. Castle 
has sponsored. In the first week 
of June, all three groups will be 
having important functions. The 
graduation exercises of one and 
the reunions of the classes of 1968 
and 1958 will keep Dr. Castle 
quite active during the week. This 
is one of the reasons he request* 
having "next year off." 

For the summer, Dr. Castle hac 
planned to attend several profes- 
sional meetings and to visit hit 
children in New York and' 
Massachusetts.
